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THE TEMPLE 


RIMARILY, The Temple is a cosmie organie centre, the eonstituent 
parts of which are the units of eolleetive humanity, 

Coineident with the original impulse, the first emanation from the Cen- 
tral Spiritual Sun—the Universal Heart—came into manifestation, the 
Father-Mother-Son, the triangular corner 8tone of The Temple, upon whieb 
is rising, age by age, a geometrically perfect edifice. The cap stones to 
the pillars of the porch, and the outer walls are now being laid, preliminary 
to the work of the roof-builders—the humanity of the sixth great root-race.

Every physical form or material object was originally built on 
the perfect pattern form existing on etheric planes. To whatever

The suÞþ<tance of the foregoing words was evidently grven t: the 
"remnant which remaineq .after the last great world calamity had 
taken place and was given as a promise to the human Egos who 
were t9 reincarnate in the next suh-race, the race which 1s even now 
preparing to overlap the next sub-race,—the first of the s1Ix minor 
races of the s1xth race. \e are told that some of the progemittors 
of this s1xth snÞþ-race of the fifth root race are now 1n ex1stence on 
the earth. Consequently, we may take the words of this promise as 
though g1ven to us, for we—the people of this generation—are those 
reincarnated souls and homes. 


Primarily and symbohcally the Mighty One, the Son, and the 
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\\ hite [ore COTreSPOnc| to» the [cather. Son, anc [loly Spirit, Or 
eon<cioneness. substance. and force, according to the individual in- 
terpretation of the first trinity. Secondarily and as applied to the 
manife<ted universe, and especially to our Solar system, the same 
words apply to the ruling spirit of our sun, the objective sun, and 
the electric-magnetic energy, or vehicle of the prame or lite torce,— 
*the \White Horse.” It is by means of the sun's ravs that this vital 
electric force 1s collected and distributed to all the hiving substance 
belonging to our <olar <system. 

[t must be remembered that there is no definite closing of a suh- 
race. One <nb-race- overlaps another. It 18 Only at the end ot a 
creat root race that humanity disappears entirely from the earth. 
During the periods of overlapping vast numbers of the members of 
different races disappear from the earth bv means of wars, convul- 
SONS Of nature, tidal waves, or diseases. Only remnants of difter- 
ent races are left. These are mtermechate or transition periods, of

which the present period 1s an example. 

The great ages, Manvantaras, rounds, and cycles and. the root 
races, Suh-races. tribal and family races of a great Manvantara be- 
come inextricably mixed in the minds of those students. who are not 
In the Secret Doctrine, for the reason that they have heen 
x80 carelessIv used by earher students of Occultism. The overlap- 
ping ot races 1s als0 contusing 1t the student does not hear 1n mind 
that 1t 1s the remainder of the last tribal and family races who re- 
main m incarnation during the intermediate periods between defi- 
nite evcles of Time and who are the progenitors of a new race. 

According to the teachings of the Masters, many men now going 
out of hfe on hattle-fields will he back in incarnation in the next 
mimor cycle. It is said that those <ouls who go out of life very 
quckly and with an intense thirst for life and with strong desires 
and passons $till ungratified, as is usvally the case with men who 
de m battle, will seek new embodiments as Son as the astral body 
is tully released from its enveloping flesh. and that it is very seldom 
tnat the Devachanic life appeals to the Soul under these circum- 
Stances. 

The sixth and seventh Stanzas are prophetical rather than 
nistorical, and the words of the sloka quoted at the commencement 
of this commentary appear to have been Spoken to the people who 
had survived the last great world catastrophe, and to refer in part to 
the present cycle. 


\Ve are told that a new evolutionary impulse was sent out from 
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the tum at the commencement of the present cvcle, and the history 
of the nineteenth century, and particularly the last half of that 
century, leaves little room for doubt of that statement. Figuratively 
Speaking, the awakening of Compass1on in the heart of the Mighty 
One” would indicate the generation of such an evolutionary 1m- 
pulse. The word  compasst0n as it 1s generally used by advanced 
occultists. has nothing in common with the word pity with which it 
is often confounded. 

(One naturally thinks of the large sun spots,—the masses which 
appear on the <surface of the sun at different periods when cons1d- 
ering the action of spacial electricity. Many astronomers bheheve 
these spots intluence the hves of people and earthly condition to an 
appreciable degree. It may well be that they are the first effects 
of the freeing of such electro-magnetic forces as have been previous- 
Iv mentioned. and even that the latest discovered great sun $pot, 
many millions of miles in extent, may be an evidence of the awaken- 
ing of the force or fire of Compass1on, in fact, the aforementioned 
new creative or evolutionary impulse sent forth by "the White 
Horse.” 

According to the philosophy of occultism, a symbol of any ob- 
ject 1s sIimply the effect of a higher or lower rate of vibration of the 
<ubstance which constitutes the object. A <vmbol may be the effect 
ot a mental or thought form interiorlv, but 1f such 1s the case 1t must 
already have taken vis1hle, objective form, or be in process of $0 
doing, as all thought forms are said to do. It 1s taught that in an 
evolutionary age finer forms of substance, such as thought forms on 
interior planes, may be brought into corresponding forms of grosser 
Substance on the exterior plane of life by means of vibratory 
action. Conversely, that grosser substance may be disintegrated and 
remtegrated into fhner forms by means of vibratory action during an
